Blame Rob Anderson. At a time when 
most other cities are encouraging biking as 
green transport, the 6)-ycar~old local gadfly 
has stymied eye ling- sup port efforts here by 
arguing that urban bicycle boosting could 
actually be bad for the environment. ThatY 
put the brakes on everything from new bike 
lanes to bike racks while the city works on an 
environmental-impact report. 

Cyclists say theyVe paying the price. At 
least four bikers have died and hundreds 
more have been injured in San Francisco since 
mid-20o6, when Anderson helped convince 
a judge to halt implementation of a massive 
pro-bike plan. (IFs unclear whether the planY 
execution could have prevented the acci- 
dents.) 

In the past year, bike advocates have dem- 
onstrated outside City Hall, pushed the city 
to challenge the plan’s freeze in court and pro- 
pc^sed putting the whole mess to local voters. 
Nothing worked. 

“We Ye the ones keeping emissions from 
the air!’’ shouted Leah Shahum, executive 
director of the 1 0,000-strong San Francisco 
Bicycle Coalition, at ajuly 2i protest. 

Anderson disagrees. Cars always will vastly 
outnumber bikes, he reasons, so allotting 
more street space to cychsts could cause more 
traffic jams, more idling and more pollution. 

Anderson moved to San Francisco in 1995. 
Flc started a blog, digging into local politics 
with gusto. One of his first targets: the city’s 
most ambitious bike plan to date. It called 
for more bike lanes, better bike parking and a

boost in cycling to lO 
percent of the city’s 
total trips by 2010. 

Y’hc plaji irked 
Anderson. Having 
not owned a car in 
20 years, he says he 
has had several near 
misses with bikers roaring through cross- 
walks and red lights, and sees bicycles as 
dangerous and impractical for car-centric 
American cities. “Y^he behavior of the bike 
people on city streets is always annoying,” 
he says. In F'ebruary 200^, Anderson showed 
up at a planning commission meeting. If San 
Francisco was going to take away parking 


spaces and car lanes, he argued, it had bet- 
ter do an environmental-impact review first. 
When the Board of Supervisors voted to skip 
the review, yVnderson sued. 

In November 2006, a California Superior 
Court judge rejected San Francisco’s conten- 
tion that it didnY need an environmental 
review and ordered San Francisco to stop 
all bike-plan activity until it completed the 
review. 

Since then, San Francisco has pedaled very 
slowly. City planners say they Ye being extra 
careful with their environmental study in 
hopes that Anderson and Ms. Miles wonY 
challenge it. Planners don’t expect the study 
will be done for another year.

Knowing the rules of the road may help keep your car from being towed 


By Tracy Swartz I redeye 

It^s hard for Pamela Cairns of Bucktown to choose her worst towing memory. 
Cairns said she’s been towed fonr times since she moved to Chicago from 
Michigan two years ago. On top of that, she’s earned a pile of parking tickets. 

Four months ago, Cairns’ car was towed by the city because of unpaid parking 
tickets that stemmed from out-of-date, out-of-state license plates, she said. She 
went to the auto pound to claim her car, but officials there wouldn’t release her 
car because of the expired registration. Cairns said she protested that she couldn’t 
get new registration until her car passed the city’s car emissions test, which 
couldn’t happen unless her car was released. “It was a catch-22,” said Cairns, 25.

Fler car stayed in the city’s auto lot for two 
clays until she paid her tickets and persuatled 
officials to set her car free, she said. 

In a separate incident, Cairns said her 
car was towed from a private lot in Cliicago 
because she left it there for more than 24 
hours. But Cairns said she didn’t see a sign a 
stating which towing company had her car, 
so she called the parking structure’s office 
and searched the parking lot’s name on the 
Internet. Cairns said she finally found the 
towing company’s name through the Web 
search and claimed her car two days later. 

Now, she’s considering getting rid of her car. 
“It’s just becoming a money pit,” she said. 

Cairns isn’t alone in forking over her 
paycheck to the city. I'he city earned $27.2 
million in towing revenue last year from 
towing and storage fees and the disposal 
of unclaimed vehicles, said Matt Smith, 
spokesman for the Department of Streets 
and Sanitation. 

But like Cairns, many drivers of these towed 
cars don’t know the rules of the road. RedEye 
has your need- to- know towing guide. 

How can I tell if my car was towed privately or 
by the etty? 

There are two main towing processes for 
parking violations in Chicago: city towing 
and tovdng from private property. 

The city tows cars in violation of posted 
signs on city streets, abandoned vehicles, 
cars blocking traffic and cars illegally parked 
at a metcretl space for more than 24 hours, 
according to city municipal code. 


1 he city’s Department of Streets and 
Sanitation oversees city towing. United Road 
Ihwing tows vehicles cityvvtde through a 
contract with the city T he city aJsn owns and 
operates trucks that pick up vehicles at OT lare 
and in the Central Business District, the area 
bounded by North Avenue to the north, 
Ashland Avenue to the west, Cermak Road to 
the south and Lake ±Michigan to the cast. 

Meanwhile, the Illinois Commerce 
Commission oversees towing from private 
property in Chieagti anti Cook County among 
other counties. The commission licenses 
towing companies to relocate illegally parked 
vehicles from private lots, such as grocery 
stores and apartment complexes. 

T'he commission has licensed seven towing 
companies to operate in Chicago, said Brian 
Sterling, spokesman for the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, The towing companies have 
contracts with the private property owners 
about the removal ofveliicles from their lots. 

What If I confront the truck driver as he’s 
towing my vehicle? 

Under city towing rules, once the vehicle 
is raised from the location it was parked, the 
vehicle has to go to the auto pound. 

At private lots, it is illegal for a towing 
company to tt)w a vehicle if the owner is at 
the scene before it is towed off the property. 
But the owner must remove the vehicle from 
the lot immediately, under state law. 

How do I know where my car has been taken? 

If your car has been towed by the city, call

The city has 
eight auto pounds. Many of the pounds are 
open 24 hours a day. 

If the car has been towed privately, there 
should be a sign on the property that sajrs the 
towing company’s name, address and phone 
number, the car’s relocation site, towing fees 
and hours of operation. 

How do 1 get my car back? 

If the car is cowed by the city the car must 
be up-to-date with registration, license plates 
and city stickers. Dri^'^ers need to show photo 
ID, driver’s license and proof of ownership, 
All charges and fines, including boot fees, 
must be paid before the car is released. 

City cowing costs Si>o for passenger 
vehicles and $250 for hea\ty trucks and other 
large vehicles. Storage costs S 10 per day for the 
first five days, then $35 per day everj^ day after 


that for passenger vehicles. Heavjwehicles are 
stored for $60 per day for the first five days 
then S 100 per day every day afterward. 

If the vehicle isn’t claimed within 21 days, 
the car may he disposed of or auctioned. 
Drivers can ask for a i<-dav extension. 

For private tows, companies may ask for 
identification before releasing the vehicle. 
Drivers also must pay towing and any storage 
fees, typically about $123 to tow the vehicle 
and S25 per day to store it. Companies are 
not allowed under state law to charge storage 
fees if the driver claims the vehicle and pays 
towing fees within 24 hours of the tow 

After drivers claim and pay for the car, the 
towing company is required to give them a copy 
of the towing invtiice, which notes the payment 
and instructs drivers if they want to appeal 
the tow to the commerce commission. “Fvery 
single complaint w^e get will be investigated,”

The stadiums and arenas of Chicago have 
seen untold amounts of alcohol-fueled 
mayhem, from obscene yelling to bare- 
knuckle brawls. But according to a study 
released Wednesday sports venues could 
be bringing some of this chaos on them- 
selves. 

The University of Minnesota School 
of Public Health sent actors who could 
convincingly mimic drunkenness to i6 
unnamed professional sports stadiums 
around the country, and about three times 
out of four they could still buy beer at con- 
cession booths. 

it was even worse in the stands, where 
roaming vendors sold to the actors nine 
times out of lO. Researcher Traci Toomey 
said the dismal results could be due to lax 
oversight, the frenetic pace of serving large 
crowds and a culture that has placed far 
more emphasis on keeping alcohol from 
minors tlian cutting off the intoxicated.

INSIDE THE STUDY 

Minnesota researchers have been 
studying alcohol service for more than a 
decade, examining sales to minors and to 
the intoxicated in bars, restaurants, liquor 
stores and community festivals. They 
became interested in sports stadiums a 
few years ago, researcher Traci Toomey 
said, when the misbehavior of hammered 
fans started hitting the newspapers. 

sequences from serving underage people,” 
she said. 'T don’t know they feel that there 
are consequences to [selling to] an obvi- 
ously intoxicated person.” 

Some local stadium operators were 
skeptical of the findings, saying their 
securitv teams crack clown on drunken

beer vendors. 

But even they conceded the challenge 
of keeping alcohol from those who have 
already had too much. 

“We still know^ someone can act sober 
enough during that minute or two that 


theyVe buying a beer/’ said Tim LeFevour, 
general manager of Soldier Field. 

As with prior experiments, the school 
hired youthful-looking people over 21 to 
pose as minors, along with actors who 
could convince a panel of hospitality 
industry veterans with feigned drunken- 
ness. 

That included stumbling, slurring their 
words, repeating cjuestions, fumbling 
with their money and copying “the overall 
slumpy loc:>k that people get” after booz- 
ing, Toomey said. 

Once in the field, the actors even 
sprayed themselves wuth alcohol to smell 
like they’d been drinking, then tried to buy 
beer at baseball, football, basketball and 
hockey stadiums in five states, They suc- 
ceeded more often than not, even when 
the vendor obviously noticed their wob- 
bly state. 

T he phony minors were much less likely 
to be served. Only about i in 8 succeeded 
at the concession booth, along wdth about 
1 in 3 in the stands.

Crash probe 
raises issues 

State’s attorney’s office 
to re-open 2006 case

Erica Bai rera w^as speeding dowm the street when 
she suddenly veered right and slammed head-on 
into a light pole, cutting the car in half and killing 
herself and three of the passengers. 

Chicago police dismissed the crash as a single- 
car accident and faulted Barrera, who was legally 
intoxicated. 

But a Tribune investigation raises questions 
about whether the 
February 2006 crash 
was an accident or in 
fact a gang-related 
quadruple homicide. 

The weapon may 
have been an SUV, 
a vehicle that some 
Hispanic gangs use 
to deliberately ram 
and kill rivals driving 
through their turh 

The Cook County 
state's attorneys 
office has opened an investigation into the crash 
after the Tribune began to ask questions about it 
earlier this month. 

Law enforcement records show that a fedcraJ 
informant had secretly recorded a gang member 
as he confessed to purposely chasing and ram- 
ming Barrera’s car into the pole. In addition, a 
witness who w'as driving near the scene now^ says 
that moments before the crash, two cars sped by 
him, not just one as he originally told police. And 
Chicago police noted at the time that an SUV 
was seen fleeing from the crash site. 

1 he recorded confession came onlv three days 
after Barrera crashed a rented Chevrolet Malibu 
on Kedzie Avenue near 51st Street %vith such 
force that one passenger was thrown more than 
60 feet. 

Federal authorities waited a year and a half 
before bringing the confession to the attention 
of local prosecutors, hut no investigation was 
opened then. 

Authorities also kept the confession secret 
from the families of the dead as well as the four 
survivors of the crash because it was part of a 
covert investigation. Barrera’s father, Ray, was 
mcensed when he recently learned of the con- 
fession from the Tribune. 

“How come this was never revealed?” asked 
Barrera, 57. “I mean all the hardship that’s been 
put on everybody ... This is tiwo years now and 
theyVe kept this away from everyone.”

The fatal 
shootout happened on Broadway 
in front of a busy shoe store. 

The uptick coincides with a 
broader trend in citv crime that 
saw a 2 percent increase in violence 
in the first seven months of 200S compared to 
the same period last year, an 18 percent jump in 
homicides ant! a 6 percent increase in robberies. 

This month, elected officials brainstormed 
with police on ways to prevent violence, from 
boosting cooperation with police to funneling 
volunteers into programs for at-risk youths.

O’Hare gaffe 
exposes lapse 
in jet security 


The Transportation Security Admin- 
istration suffered embarrassment 
Wednesday over an inspector who 
climbed carelessly around the outside 
of nine American Eagle planes parked 
overnight at O'Hare. 

But just hours later, the agency struck 
back, saying the government employee 
portrayed as a bumbling Barney Fife 
was able to expose security lapses by 
entering seven of the jets. 

The investigator gained access to 
the unattended Embraer jets during 
random inspections that are conduct- 
ed every day at U.S. airports to verify 
compliance with security regulations 
and uncover potential security risks, 
agency officials said. 

But American Airlines, which is the 
parent company of American Eagle, 
said it followed all security proce- 
dures. 

^Security doesn't necessarily mean 
that the airplane door is locked,” said 
American spokesman Tim Wagner. 
“We have security procedures, which 1 
am not going to describe in any detail, 
that we perform with every aircraft 
overnight before the plane departs the 
next day”

Hey, if I 
eat bananas and work harder at it, I’m right 
there. Seriously, mv hat’s off to anyone who 
can even finish this race, let alone medal in it.

For the 100 , 1 thought it necessarj^ to get 
a quick stait off the blocks.

Something Beautiful appear to 
be a host of contradictions packed 
into a two-man performance, but 
guitarist and vocalist Dale 1 ippctt 
Jr. says the challenging relation- 
ships create something, well, 
beautiful. 

Tippett has been playing gui- 
tar for 20 years, and Something 
Beautiful isn^t his first band. 

When his previous group sunk,

» The Xootr Swift folding electric bike starts 
at $1,950 with a 250-watt nickel-meta! hydride 
battery, or $2,525 with a 350-watt lithium-ion 
battery. Many urban commuters prefer folding 
bikes that fit easily on subways and buses. 

» EZee's Chopper, a compact electric bike that 
rides low to the ground, features a 350-watt 
motor and a lithium-ion battery system for 
$1,800. 


» Ultra Motor’s $2,500 A2B (above) has a 500- 
watt motor powered by lithium-ion batteries. 

It can go up to 20 miles at 20 mph without 
pedaling. 

» Another option is to add a motor and battery 
to a regular bike. EZee offers a do-it-yourself 
conversion kit for $1,299 that includes a motor,

When Honora Wolfe and her husband 
moved to the outskirts of Boulder, Colo., 
she wanted an environmentally friendly way 
to commute to her job as a bookshop owner 
in the city 

Wolfe found her solution 
about a month ago: an elec- 
tric bicycle. It gets her to work 
quickly and is better for the 
environment than a car. 

“Pm not out to win anv races,” 
she said. “1 want to get a little 
fresh air and exercise, and cut 
my carbon footprint, and spend 
less money on gas. And where 
I live, I can ride my bike seven 
months out of the year.” 

The surging cost of gasoline 
and a desire for a greener com- 
mute are turning more people to electric 
hikes. They function like a typical two- 
wheeler but with a battery-powered assist, 
and bike dealers, riders and experts say they 
are flying off the racks- 

Official sales figures are hai'd to pin down, 
but the Gluskin-lbwnley Group, which does 
market research for the National Bicvcle 
Dealers Association, estimates electric hike 
sales in the U.S. jumped 66 percent from 
2006 to 2007. 

Bert Cebulai', who owns electric bike and 
scooter dealership NYCeWheels in New 
York, said his sales are up about 50 percent 
so far this year over last. Amazon.com says 
sales of electric bikes surged more than 
6,000 percent in July from a year earlier, in 
part because of its expanded offerings. 


'^riie electric hikes are the next big thing,” 
said Frank Janie r son, a former General Alotors 
executive turned electric vehicle guru. 

Although regulations vary by state, federal 
law classifies electric bikes as bicycles, and no 
license or registration is required 
as long as they dorft go faster 
than 20 mph and their power 
doesn^t exceed 750 watts. 

Price largely determines 
w eight, quality and battery rvpc. 
A few hundred dollars gets you 
an IZIP mountain bike from 
Amazon with a heavy lead-acid 
battery For $1,400, you can buy 
a 250 -watt folding bike pow'^ered 
by a mo re- powerful, longer-last- 
ing nickel-metal hydride battery 
similar to those in a camera or 
a Toyota Prius. At the high end, 
$2,525 buys an extra-light }50-w''att model 
sporting a lightweight lithium-ion battery 
similar to a laptop’s. 

Most models can go at least 20 miles 
before plugging in to recharge. Although 
the cost of electricity can vary fully recharg- 
ing the battery on a typical model costs less 
than a dime. 

Joe Conforti, a commercial film director 
from New York, uses a four-year-old model 
designed by former auto titan Lee lacocca in 
the 1990s for running errands or getting to 
social occasions, 

^^It’s really nice,” said Conforti, w^ho is 
eagerly looking to upgrade to a new^er, more 
powerful ride. '“If you’ve got a date, you go 
to meet friends — you go out on a [conven- 
tional] hike, you’re gonna sw^eat up. You go 


out in an electric bike, it’s great, it’s terrific, 
you’re not gonna sw^'cat up, and you ride 
home fine.” 

Cebular said business at his store and on 
his Web site has been booming. 

“Fifty percent of that increase is prob- 
ably because of gas prices, and the rest is 
that there’s just more bikes out there,” said 
Cebular, who has run his shop on iManh at tan’s 
Upper East Side for seven years. 

Improved technologj^ also has made elec- 
tric hikes more popular, Cebular said. 

“When 1 started, there T.vas only one bike 
that had a nickel-metal hydride battery — 
everything else was lead-acid and w’^as 80 or 
90 pounds,” he said. 

Ultra Alotor, an England-based electric 
bike and scooter company is betting that it 
can capitalize on what it sees as a growing 
market for attractive-looking two-wheelers 
designed specifically for U.S. commuters. 
The company on Aug. 12 unveiled its “A2B” 
model, a slick, low-riding electric hike. 

Ultra took a conventional bike and added 
fatter wheels, a lower center of gravity and a 
thick shaft designed to hide the lithium-ion 
battery inside, U,S. Chief Executive Chris 
Deyo said. The result is a cross between a 
motorcycle and a mountain bike. 

The company already has signed up 75 
dealers nationwide to sell the $2,500 bike 
starting next month. 

‘S^Vyear ago, when you mentioned the w{)rd 
electric bike, people looked at you and they 
really weren’t sure what it was,” Deyo said. 
“Today, what we’re finding is we’re actually 
having dealers call us seeking an electric bike 
to meet the demand.”

Not the new fiction bylbni Morrison or 
Philip Roth or Stephen King. Not that policy 
book by Sen. Barack Obama, whom Moore is 
supporting for president; or Bob Woodward 
latest on the Bush administration; or Thomas 
Friedman’s manifesto on the environment. 

Not even a little paperback meant as a 
handbook to the political campaigns. It’s 
called ^'Mike’s Election Guide and it’s 

written by Academy Award-winning filmmak- 
er and well-knt^wn agitator, Michael xMoore. 

‘'I'hcre really is no time for any frivolity,” 
said Moore, who believes that electing pro- 
gressives will improve the economy, and in 
the long run, enable people to read more. 
“People are already working two jobs to put 
gas in the tank, so they can drive from the 
first job to the second job. People need to 
spend as much of their free time as possible 
for eandidates.” 

A multibilUon-dnllar industry has been 
built around such “Frivolity” and if Moore is 
looking for an argument he can begin with 
the team at Grand Central Publishing that’s 
releasing ‘'^Mike’s Election Guide.” Grand 
Central publisherjamie Raab says she agrees 
with him “on the issues^ and on the impor- 
tance of the election. 

“But 1 don’t agree about reading his book. 
If people arc going to vote wisely they need 
to understand what’s at stake.”

On July 25, King launched a Web-only proj- 
ect, an original video series based on his as-yet 
unpublished story “N.” The idea is to post five 
episodes a week for five weeks — 25 in all — as an 
experiment in hybrid storytelling. Each episode 


is short, less than t^^^o min- 
utes, and is accessible not
